now that the sword has been drawn, there may be no means of extrication but by the dire arbitrament 
of war; and our close proximity to, and intimate connection with, those who are in conflict, render it 
impossible that feeling should not be aroused and sympathy expressed according as our views of sight 
and wrong, our birth and national or educational prejudices, influence us, The danger is that the 
patriotic instincts, or the inherited opinions, or the strong sense of justice, may be suffered to carry us 
: a ond the bounds of Christian charity, and develop into bitter antagonism or cold estrangement 
between. those who have lived as friends and neighbours for years past. It is sadly easy to inflame 
the passions, very difficult to allay the heat when once engendered. And the tendency, where natural 
- feeling is allowed to have sway unrestrained by Christian principle, and animosity is once kindled, is 
that partisanship on either side —_— what is said or done on the other. That which delicacy and 
generous feeling would, under ordinary circumstances, forbid men to say or readily to believe against 
others, is hastily caught up in times of excitement, and made the occasion of bitter and indiscriminating 


attack upon, and condemnation of, all who can by any possibility be identified with it. 


This, then, is just the opportunity where true Christian principle should assert itself and make 
itself felt. The office of the Church of Curis is to soothe and mitigate the asperities which a period 
of strife engenders, to restrain the angry or contemptuous expression, to calm the spirit, to put in force 
the golden rule of doing unto others as we would they should do unto us. I would urge, therefore, 
that, whether we be Dutch or English, we be slow to give credit to or repeat anything evil that is 
reported against the combatants belonging to either side, still less to attribute to a whole nationality the 
acts or sentiments of a few turbulent spirits under provocation. Is our long experience of good 
neighbourly offices on the part of the Dutch settlers, of mutual acts of courtesy and kindness, even 
where ‘closer ties have not been formed, to be in a moment forgotten because an act of violence or 
treachery has been reported as committed by a party of Boers in arms in the Transvaal? Alas! 
eruel and cowardly acts may be quoted against the soldiery of almost any country in times of revolu- 
ionary disturbance. Are we all at once to be estranged from old friends by hasty or arrogant words

THE PRIVY COUNCIL IN RE THE 


JUDGMENT OF 
BISHOP OF NATAL. 


» Lord Chancellor said :— 


' The Bishop of Natal and the Bishop of Cape Town, who 
are the parties to this proceeding, are ecclesiastical persons, 
who have been created Bishops by the Queen in the exercise 
of her authority as Sovereign of this Realm and Head of the 
Established Church. These Bishops were consecrated under 
mandate from the Queen by the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
in the manner prescribed by the law of England. They re- 

ceived and hold their Dieceses under grants made by the 
Crown. Their status, therefore, both ecclesiastical and .tem- 

— ral, must be ascertained and defined by the law of Eng: | 
Jand ; and it is plain that their legal existence depends on 
acts which have no validity or effect except on basis of the 
Supremacy of the Crown, Farther, their respective and 
“relative rights apd liabilities must be determined by tie 
~ © pihihéiples of English law applied to the construction of the 
grants to them contained yithe Letters Patent, for they are 
»the creatures of English law, and dependent on that law for’ 
their existence, rights, and attributes. We must treat ‘the 
parties before us as standing on this foundation and on no 
other, , The Letters Patent by which Dr. Gray was appointed 
Bishop of Cape Town, and also Metropolitan, passed the 
Great Seal on the &th December, 1853.

_My Reverend and Lay Brethren,— 


When in August of last year I, in re- 
sponse.to your requisition, summoned you to 
meet in this Cathedral Church to bring, if 

sible, to a satisfactory close the work 
Initiated on the death of the late Bishop, I 
hoped that we should see the wisdom of being 
te by the advice of the Archbisho..s and 
Bishops at Home, to whom we had “ frankly 
and unreservedly” committed ourselves. 
With sorrow I had heard that it was the in- 


tention of certain prominent members of this — ) 


Council to refuse to be advised by the prelates 
we had chosen in their earnest appeal that we 
should strive after eoclesiastical unity. For 
the fathers of our beloved church had said, 
“One in the Apostolic Faith, one in the 
Apostolic order, one in all essential points of 
ecclesiastical discipline, using the same book 
of Common Prayer, strengthened by the same 
Sacramente, building up all teaching on the 
same Word of God, surely no minor questions 
of property or temporal rights ought to 
Separate those who, on so many and such vital 
grounds, are called upon to regard each other 
as brethren.”’ |

the last meeting of the Church 
Coancil, fearing that the step which was about 
to be taken would work mischief. Deprecating 
indeed the folly that was contemplated, it was 
no secret that, had not severe iliness prevented 
my attendance as President at the last session 
of Charch Council, I should have left the chair 
rather than stay to countenance the madness 
of this Council electing a Bishop in defiance of 
the only authority that could consecrate a suc- 
cessor to the late Lord Bishop. 


I am glad, however, that I was ill at the time, 
inasmuch as Council in my absence had a free 
hand to do as it did. No blame, therefore, can 
accrue to me for the complete failure that has 
attended its efforts to obtain a Bishop. 


It ought, consequently, now to be clear: to 
every one that our ecclesiastical difficulties 


must be settled on some sach lines as those I 


sketched out in my presidential address to this 
Council on the 4th of Jane, 1885. :

By entering upon sme such agreement as 
this can #e,io our utter inability to obtain a 
Bishop, alone save cur properties from for- 
feitare to the State ; since Charch Council has 
declared that without a Bishop “the Church 
of England in Natal is paralysed, and powerless 
to devote its endowments to the purposes con- 

‘templated by the donors;” but by this plan 
eur properties would be preserved to ecclesias- 
tical uses, and, as shown above, while the 
whole estate olf the vacant, or lapsed, See of 
Natal might remain in the keeping of its 

nt custodians, no changes would be made 
in the order or mode of conducting divine ser- 
vice in any church or parish, nor would any- 
thing be required of the laity or clergy—t 
- four priests and two deacons who constitute 
the whole «f our clergy—than might be 
teqaired of them as members of the Charch of 
England as established by law. 

In advocating this I am aware that the 
machinery of the Diocese of Natal—for many 
years dislocated and out of working order— 
would have to be reconstructed, as it might be 
with the best results. 

The many thousands of acres of land granted 
yds State for ecclesiastical ases, (which for 

ye most part have too long been left waste, and 
yielded little or no income to further the ob- 
- for which the grants were made), might 

apportioned by way of endowment to the 
support of the six churches in which divine 
service is held, neither of them having any 
eodowment whatever at present. 

In this way the ministry of clergymen of the 
Charch of England, subject to nothing that 
could not be required of them in England, 
might, for all time, be available, without let or 
hindrance from any one, in the churches of St. 
Peter, Maritzbarg, St. Paul, Durban, St. 
Thomas, Berea, Christ Church, Addington, St. 
Jobo, Pinetown, and St. James, Greytown. 

These churches, with parishes attached to 


them, would be, like donatives in England, out-: 


side of epiec»pal jurisdiction, and so remain, as

they are at present, closely related to the con- 
gregational system which the late Bishop fos- 
tered »nd encouraged. 

This, I believe, would be in far greater accord 
with the feelings of the majority of those who 


compose the congregations of these churches , 


than would be any continuance, even if it were 

sible, of episc picy in their management, 
which, however, is impossible from our not 
being able to obtain a bishop in succession to 
the late bishop. 

Pers: nally, as | must admit, I do not like this 
latter ulteruative to which we are reduced from 
our atter inability to obtain episcopal supervi- 
sion, inasmuch as the divcesan system must 
necessarily fail, as it has already failed, aid the 
congregational system must supervene, as it 
has supervened since, and even before, the death 
of the late bishop. But I do not see any other 
alternative, if we will not unite as a diocese 
with the Diocese of Mari'zburg. I can, there- 
fore, only hope that, in the necessary process of

f we calmly review the position in which 
we find ourselves placed, and steadily contem- 
plate the disagreeable facts that confront us, 
we shall, I trast, soon see how to make the 
best of an unfortunate case. 

Let us take a cool survey of the present as- 

tof affairs. First, the Crown will not help 
us. ‘The reply of the Secretary of State for 
the Colunies to our first petition to the Queen 
in 1883 was conclusive, showing that it mast 


rest with ourselves “and other Churchmen in 


Natal to follow the example set in other Colo- 
nies, by making their own arrangements for 
their episcopal supervision, and for the vesting 
and devolution of Church property ; applying 
to the Colonial Legislature for any enactments 
that may be necessary therefor.” 

Second, the Archbishops and Bishops of the 
Mother Church at Home will not help us—at 


least while we continue to maintain the atti- 


tude and spirit of such complete antagonism 
to the advice their Lordships gave us with re- 
ference to our composing oar difficulties, and, 
in combination with those “other Churchmen 
in Natal,” referred to by the Secretary of 
State, endeavouring, in conference with them, 
and brotherly effort on the lines of the Gospel, 
and individual friendliness in the spirit of our 
Master, Christ, to seek after unity and peace. 
Have we done all in this direction that we 
might have done ink not. roke off, 
refuse ume, appy conference 
for the adjasting of our differences which was 
held iu this City on the 24th, 25th, and 26th of 
September, 1884, between a specially appointed 
Committee of this Council and a similar Oom- 
mittee appointed by the Synod of the Diocese 
of Maritzbarg. We had not then realised, as 
we must have done since, that the law on one 
side is not so strong as we imagined it to be; 
the error leading us to contend for what we 


considered oar rights in a spirit which was — 


eminently not that of the Gospel. I am my- 
self conscious of having expressed my own 
views in the matter then under debate ina we 
that I have since regretted; and though all 

pleaded for as sufficient to bring about eccle- 
siastical amity was the voluntary retirement of 
the Bishop of Maritzbarg and the appoint- 
ment of a new Bishop who should unite all 
parties in the Church—High, Low, and Broad 
—yet others of this Church Uouncil of the 
Diocese of Natal, who declared their readiness 
to recognise the Bishop of Maritzburg os their 
Bishop, regarding the objections I then enter- 
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tained against accepting his Lordship as my 
diocesan as merely sentimental objections, 
coupled conditions with their readiness to re- 
ceive the Bishop of Maritzburg as their Bishop, 
which conditions were impossible, and which 
to me, as a liberal Churchman, were repug- 
~ nant, as necessitating a retrograde step to the 
ecclesiastical polity of forty years back, und 
the out-of-date Erastian doctrines of Church 
and State, the State giving prestige and 
position to the Church to the injury of 
other religious bodies, and the Church in 
thrall to the State as a mere department of the 
Civil Service, its spiritual functions lost in its 
legal aspect aod delusive splendours as an 
establishment. 

Hence one way or another we missed at this 
conference the favourable tide in our eccle- 
siastical affairs that might have borne us to 
the desired haven of Church unity. 

The amenities, also, that many hoped 
might grow between Churchmen on 
either side have been checked in their de- 
velopment, and those of us who, under great 
discouragement, have laboured for peace, have 
had tosoffer for it,avd by our own party, 
exclusively, have teen made to pay the penalty 
of seeking to bring about ecclesiastical unity 
and concord. 


Yet this Church Council, on the 3rd of Jane, 


1885, unanimously passed 
resolutions :—

exist between the Churches of England and 
South Africa in Africa as tteir lordships [the 
Archbishops of Canterbury and York, and the 
Bishops of Worcester, London, Manchester, and

Task again, have these two resolutions of 
our Church Council been as acceptable to thos 
ear not. 

ispositiou of some OF our 
leading laymen to act up to the spirit of these 
resolutions bas increased the difficulties we 
have to deal with tenfold; while painful in the 
extreme has been the position of the two Arch- 
deacons of the Diocese of Natal, from the cruel 
opposition they have met from those who 
passed these resolutions, because, in agreement 
therewith, they wished to be on terms of bro- 
therly kindness with the clergy of the Church 
of South Africa. 
Farther, the way in which a committee of 
this Church Council addressed -a very 
violent letter to the Archbishop of Can- 
terbury—dated January 11, 1886—and 
accused the two Archdeacons of endea- 
vouring to do that which His Grace 
and the other prelates recommended and-ad- 
vised, was a serious mistake. The tone also of 
that communication was by no means calculated 
to win the Archbishop to regard the Church 
Council with favour, especially when intempe- 
rate language was used that reflected upon the 
primate, animadverting upon the acts and 
advice of His Grace himself and the other

The Treasurers of the Society for the Propagation of the Gospel in Foreign Parts desire to 
call the special attention of all persons authorised to draw Bills upon them, on account of Grants oe 
hy the Society, to the Tinperative necessit? which exists for all Bills to be preceded or accompanie 
by the Letter of Advice, as required by Regulation 58, in the form prepared and supplied by the | 
Society. A Letter of Advice following a Bill is of no use for the most important of the purposes for 
which it is required. : 


Ll. In the case of Bills from India or other places which have communication with England by 

, | several routes, it is essential that the Advice should always be posted so as to go by the quickest 
route, and thus under any circumstances reach the Treasurers by the same mail which brings the Bills 
from the Merchants; as otherwise the Bills run the risk of not being promptly aceepted for want of i. 

When the drawer of a Bill has once parted with it, he ought to act as if it was certain that it will 

reach London by the quickest possible route. 


Ill. In any ease of Forgery or other tampering with Bills, the Letter of Advice forms the only 
safeguard to the Treasurers against accepting Bills not properly drawn or authorised ; and the credit 
of the Society and of its correspondents abroad is damaged if suspicion attaches to any Bills from 
neglect of those precautions, which the drawers only can supply through the m dium of a Letter ” 
Advice, properly filled up and despatched by the quickest route to the Treasurers, in the Society 8 
Office in London, at the same time as the Bills are drawn.
